— Two admis- 
sions were wrung from Standard Oil 
company's officials in the suit of the 
federal government to dissolve the 
great corporation. 
One was made by 


Henry Folger, Jr., who has charge of 
the Standard Oil company's refineries, 
and was to the effect that, through the 
Corsicana Oil company, the corpora- 
tion was operating in Texas in de- 
fiance of the order of the state courts. 
The other was an admission by Calvin 
N. Payne, vice president of the Na- 
tional Transit company, one of the 
Standard's subsidiary companies, to 
the effect that the Hepburn law was 
made inoperative by the establish- 
ment of the terminals of the great 
pipe lines in places that were practi- 
cally a wilderness and from which no 
independent oil producer would be 
able to dispose of his product.

•with whom he boarded, became in- 
fatuated with him and that, prompted 
by jealousy she concocted her story to 
checkm&te his attentions to a wealthy 
widow of University Place, whom he 
was visiting at the time and whom 
he hoped to marry. 


Thirteen ministers have been ap- 


pointed to conduct the 
trial, which 


will begin in earnest today, all prep- 
arations having been made yesterday. 
The sessions will be held behind closed 
doors. 


Mrs. Cross., who made the charges, 


went into seclusion for several weeks 
after the church trustees took action 
against Ferguson, but she has returned 
and will go before the 
ministerial 


court with a confession of her alleged 
relations with the pastor.

The testimony of . Vice President

pany indicated that it was impossible 
for an independent oil man to use the 
pipe lines controlled by the Standard, 
and that the provisions of the Hep- 
burn law, which made .them common 
carriers and forced them to post tar- 
iffs with the interstate commerce com- 
mission for transporting oil through 
their lines to their terminals, were 
nullified by the establishment of these 
terminals in places where there were 
no refineries or other means for its 
disposal. 
It was brought, out that 


one of the pipe lines ended at Center- 
bridge, on the New Jersey-Pennsylva- 
nia state line, and the other in Unitrn- 
ville, on the New York-Xew Jersey 
state line. In both places they con- 
nect with private pipe lines of the 
Standard Oil company, which refuses 
to transport oil of independent pro- 
ducers. 


Ueneral Furlong Dead. 


New York, Sept. 26.—It was learned 


that General Charles E. Furlong died 
in the new Falmouth hotel: in Port- 
land, Me. General Furlong died a 
bachelor. His death brings to a close 
the remarkable and picturesque career 
of a soldier, a traveler and a philan- 
thropist. The personal estate that he 
leaves is variously estimated at from 
1500,000 to 
$1.000,000. So far as

"That 
man Harahan is simply the parrot for 
Harriman," said Mr. Fish. "I would 
not dignify his letter by a reply, but I 
will continue right on after Harriman. 
They may start as many stories 
against me personally and officially as 
they wish, but just wait and see what 
is coming. Harriman was a "bigger 
borrower from the 
Illinois Central 


than I ever thought of being." contin- 
ued Mr. Fish, "yet now he tries to 
bring my loan against me as a fault." 


Will Probe Harahan's Charges. 
Chicago, Sept. 26.—State's Attorney 


Healey declared that it was possible 
that his office might take cognizance of 
the charges against Stuyvesant Fish, 
contained in the statement issued by 
President Harahan of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad. '•From my present in- 
formation," said the state's attorney,

Says Terence V. Powderly. 


SOCIETY'S ORIGINAL AIM GOOD 


Organized In Italy For Noble Purpose*, 


It Has Been Prostituted In America, 
He Declares, to Ignoble Purposes. 
Aim of Information Bureau of Immi- 
gration. 


"Tiie duck Ilaini auuiely, Him' opel'- 


ating in New York and elsewhere, -will 
soon run its course and its leaders be 
brought to the bar of justice," said 
Terence V. Powderly, formerly grand 
master of the Knights of Labor and 
commissioner general of immigration 
and now chief of the division of infor- 
mation in the bureau of immigration. 


"In the meantime," he said, ''we 


should not be harsh in our criticisms of 
the Italians as a race. Most of them 
are sober, law abiding, industrious 
people. 
There is no more danger to 


the country in Italian immigration 
than there was in the immigration of 
certain other races a comparatively 
few years ago." 


These statements were recently made 


by Mr. Powderly in a discussion of the 
•work of the division of information, 
which was established by congress 
with a view of diverting to the agri- 
cultural sections of the country, nota- 
bly the. south, a part of the constantly 
growing stream of aliens now pouring 
into the large cities of the east and 
middle west, says a Washington dis- 
patch to the New York Sun. 


"Years ago," continued Mr. Powder- 


ly, "a number of counties in Pennsyl- 
vania were terrorized by a society 
known as the Molly Maguires. I was 
born of Irish parents in the region of 
that state where the Molly Maguires 
were active. The members of this so- 
ciety were a bad lot, but it would be 
unjust to say that they were typical 
of the average iu the Irish race. 


"The Molly Maguire society was im- 


ported from the Emerald Isle. On its 
native sod it worked for freedom and 
was a decent, patriotic organization. 
As known In this country it was noth- 
ing more or less than an organization 
of marauding 
cutthroats. 
It was 


crushed to earth in Pennsylvania when 
its leaders were hanged. 


"The Black Hand society will meet 


the fate that befell the Molly Maguires. 
Last summer I spent .some time in It- 
aly and took occasion to inquire into 
the origin of the Black Hand. I found 
that on its native" heath the Black 
Hand was organized for.good—in fact, 
for the protection of women and young 
girls. An Italian who wrongs a woman 
and fails to right the wrong is practi- 
cally driven from among his fellows. 
The black hand of ostracism is raised 
against him. The Black Hand in this 
country, as in the case of the Molly 
Maguires, brought into being for noble 
purposes across the sea, was prostitut- 
ed and converted to ignoble purposes 
when transplanted to the United States. 
But it will soon pass into history as 
did the Molly Maguires." 


If Chief Powderly executes as be has 


planned, Uncle Sam will soon be run- 
ning the biggest intelligence ofSce on 
earth. All forms of labor, from house- 
hold servants to skilled artisans, will 
be supplied on short notice. Mr. Pow- 
derly did not say so directly, but he in- 
timated that the division of informa- 
tion will solve the servant girl problem 
in the United States. 


CANINE OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


Dogs Sent Over Canadian Border With 


Laden Pack Saddles. 


Customs officers have recently un- 


earthed one of the most clever methods 
of smuggling opium and silks into the 
United States from across the interna- 
tional' boundary line yet discovered, 
says the' Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The 


smugglers, who- were headed by Thom- 
as Smith, now in custody, used trained 
dogs to carry on their business. 


The first inkling that came to the of- 


ficers that the dogs were being used 
to carry contraband goods from Cana- 
da was when Officer Lane of the Bell- 
ingham station shot a dog which he 
saw running through thick timber near 
Elaine, Wash. 
The dog was loaded 


down with an enormous leather sad- 
'dle in which -were found three pounds 
of opium and a package of rich silk. 


Three days later customs officers 


trailed three other pack saddle dogs to 
Smith's shack near the town of Elaine. 
Smith was found at the shack and 
•was arrested.

Miss Grace Lattimer Jones, who is 


one of the principals of the Columbus 
School for Girls, is a contributor to 
the last number of The Ladies' Home 
Journal, writing on the much dis- 
cussed question of secret 
societies. 


Her article, which is called 
"The 


Evils of Girls' Secret Societies," is a 
keen and analytical discussion of the 
problem from the standpoint of 
the 


educator. It is written in a clear and 
careful style, which makes it excep- 
tionally good reading. 


As the title indicates, Miss Jones is 


not in favor of the secret society in 
either preparatory schools or colleges. 
Her objections are summed up in the 
final statement tnat sororities 
are 


both undemocratic and unchristian. 
As she writes: 


"Extend the sorority feeling, 
the 


spirit of sisterhood, to all the mem- 
bers of a college or school, and then 
to the members of 
all 
colleges " or 


schools, and the attempt will be laud- 
able. The spirit of faction is strong 
enough already, and leads to too bit- 
ter discrimination on other tnan per- 
sonal merit for us to encourage in the 
lives of young people and children any 
organization that tends to destroy 
their natural feeling of nomocracy and 
friendliness." 


Miss Jones states and answers the 


arguments advanced by the friends of 
the sorority. The sorority may be a 
moral influence, as they claim, but i* 
is "primarily and confessedly a social 
institution." It is "commonly true 
that the girls taken into sororities a-e 
chosen for the social qualities they 
possess." This in itself would be no 
criticism if the social 
aim 
were a 


high one, but Miss Jones claims that 
it is not; that they simply "give their 
members and friends extended oppor- 
tunities for the same kind of social 
amusements they have outside their 
college and school life.'' 


The loyalty of members Miss Jones 


considers one of the mos* dangerous 
results, presenting an influence hostile 
to school and home discipline 


As for the high school sorority, all 


the evils apply with added force there. 
"The tragedy in the high school soror- 
ity," she writes, "is that little girls of 
13 and 14 are initiated into societies 
whose aim is social, that at so young

Columbus, O., Sept. 26.—The joint 


legislative committee which has under 
consideration the insurance bills in- 
troduced at the last session of the 
general assembly, which has been in 
session here, adjourned until "Oct. 22, 
when a hearing will be given to repre- 
sentatives of the insurance companies. 
The bills under consideration are 
those prepared and introduced in the 
New York legislature as the result of 
the investigation of insurance affairs* 
In that state last winter. The Ohio 
committee has tentatively approved 
of the majority of the 15 bills referred 
to it. It has disapproved of the meas- 
ure which proposed to limit the sal- 
aries of presidents of life insurance 
companies to $50,000 and prohibiting 
the payment of'pensions to employes. 


The committee deferred action-* on 


the bill providing for an annual dis- 
tribution of the surplus of life com- 
panies, disapproved the bill prescrib- 
ing what annual statements shall be 
made by the companies, and-failed to 
approve the bill forbidding corpora- 
tions and stock companies acting as 
agents or solicitors for life insurance 
companies.

GERMAN SAVANT 


Makes Remarkable 
Statement Re- 


garding Temperature' at High 


Altitudes. 


Dresden, Saxony, Sept. 26.—At the 


meeting of the congress of German 
scientists a remarkable statement was 
made by Professor Hergesell of Strass- 
burg university, that atmosphere at 
high altitudes is the coldest over the 
equator and the warmest above the 
poles. This surprising fact, he ex- 
plained, was determined by balloon 
ascents made during the month of 
July in various latitudes, under the 
auspices of,the international commit- 
tee which has been investigating the 
atmosphere at high altitudes. The ob- 
servations were taken with automatic 
instruments attached to unmanned 
balloons. Balloons which reached an 
altitude of 11 to 12^4 miles in the trop- 
ics were found to have registered 
about 148 degrees below zero Fahren- 
heit, while in the latitude of central 
Europe the temperature was only 76 
to 85 below zero at the heights indi- 
cated. Another fact established by 
these balloon ascents is that the 
greatest cold of the upper atmosphere 
is reached at heights from six to six 
and three-quarters miles. Above that 
height the air actually grows warmer

town of Yuma is located there. Most 
of us have heard the storj of the resi- 
dent of Yuma who died. Not having 
been a guileiess person, he was as- 
signed to the abode of Pluto. Some- 
how he messaged back to his friends 
in Yuma: 


"Not used to this cool climate. Send 


me my blanket." 


And yet Yuma achieves only about 


120 in the shade. 


Xow a great irrigation plant, one of 


the government's many reclamation 
nroiects. is about to make the desert 


round Yuma blossom iuto a paradise, 
^or the present alfalfa is the best crop 
;rown iu Arizona, but the future holds 
high promise of wonderful things. Un- 
cle Sam's agricultural sharps have 
>een investigating possibilities in the 
erritory. They report that the crops 
of the future are sure to be figs, dates, 
oranges, lemons, apricots, raisin grapes 
ind almonds. 
It is discovered that 


:hese fruits ripen earlier in Arizona 
:hau 
elsewhere in the United States. 


Several imported species of the Aslat- 
c date palm have been grown In Ari- 
zona with fine success. 


The climate of Arizona outside the 


heat, that sometimes becomes objec- 
tionable, is in many respects ideal. 
The territory has more clear days in 
the year than any other region in the 
country. The air is clearer than any- 
where else. That accounts for the plac- 
ing of the Lowell observatory at Flag- 
staff, where the astronomers looking 
through the gigantic telescope have 
earned more about the planet Mars 
than some of us can believe. 


But let us not forget another wonder 


of Arizona. 
In Navajo county, which 


is about the size of an ordinary^eastern 
state, lies the world famed petrified 
forest. 
Trunks of ancient trees, some 


of them four feet thick, are petrified 
into onyx, which takes a glorious pol- 
ish. 
Table tops cut from these pre- 


historic trees, now turned to many col- 
ored stone, are worth almost their 
weight in silver. Score again for Ari- 
zona, since the world holds no other 
such marvel as the petrified forest near 
the town of Holbrook. 


Millions of Wooded Acres. 
In Arizona, despite the vast reaches 


of treeless desert, there are millions of 
acres of timbered land belonging to the 
present age instead of the prehistoric. 
It is the prehistoric past of Arizona, 
however, that holds first thrall for the 
scientist and student. Arizona is an- 
cient of days not only geologically, but 
anthropologically. 
Traces of people 


who perished ages ago have left their 
relics in that region. Even now some 
of the curious Indian tribes inhabiting 
Arizona dwell In clifi cut abodes, make 
and use pottery of' very ancient pat- 
tern and have habits and customs 
rites and ceremonies which may have 
come down from a period already an- 
cient when the oldest Egyptian mum- 
my was placed in his cerements. 


There's nothing new about Arizona 


except the 170000 people who inhabi 
the coming state. Most of them who 
profess any religion are Mormons. The 
Roman Catholic church comes nex 
in number of communicants. Jesuit 
schools in the territory date from 1687. 


Jamestown, Va., was settled only SCO 


years ago. Plymouth welcomed, though 
not warmly, the pilgrim fathers, moth- 
ers and childien in 1020. Do Virginia 
and Massachusetts wear extra feath- 
ers to plume themselves upon their an- 
tiquity as antiquity goes in America? 
Very well. 
Plur-k a large fowl for 


Arizona's pluming, for in 1530. nearly 
a 
century 
before 
Jamestown and 


Plymouth, the Padre Marco de Nizau 
and his Spanish followers came up 
from the south and explored Arizona. 
The next year Coronado led an expedi- 
tion through the heart of the arid zone 
into Utah looking for the traditional 
seven cities of Cibola. These Span- 
iards found that the ancient Aztecs 
had made settlements in Arizona and 
worked the copper mines. Later the 
Spaniards worked the mines, long be- 
fore Captain John Smith was saved by 
Pocahontas or Captain Miles Standish 
was cut out by John AJden. 


Has a Kind of Her Own. 


After the Mexican war Arizona and 


New Mexico were ceded by Mexico to 
the United States, except a southern 
strip, which was acquired In 1853 
through tue Gadhden purchase. 
In 


18G3 
Arizona was divorced from New 


Mexico and became a separate terri- 
tory. The recent effort of the adminis- 
tration to force a remarriage was 
something, as we have seen, not to be 
"stood for" by Arizona, who has a 
mind of her own.
